There is one athletic meeting 
that was held some time between 
1938 and 1941. that stands out 
as vividly in the memory os if it 
had been run off yesterdav. It 
was .o two-day if not a three- 


.|day meeting at Caroline Hill and 


it took place over a perlod ot 
days that included a public 
holiday and a week-end. 

That was the meeting at which 
Walter Land threw the discus 
193 fect, Yu ‘Kal-yan long 
jumped 23 fect and there: werg 
some other good performances, 
including two or three — shot- 
putters doing over 40 fect. 

“It apparently did ‘not take place 
at Christmas, over Easter, the 
Chinese New Year holldays or 
the Double Tenth or anywhere 
between March ‘and June. It 
did take place, however, and 
any information on the exact 
date from anyone would be 
very welcome. : ‘ 

The local press in the ote 
1930s was dependable enough to 
give a falr account of what 
happened at athletic meetings, 
The same cannot be sald for 
the local press in the early 1930s 
or at any time before that. 


EGG AND SPOON 
There are accounts of’ old 
Central British School meetings 
and some University meetings 
which have’ half a column 
devoted to lsting the names of 
the officials who participated— 


‘and as I remember those days, 
‘| most of them completely super- 


fluous—and ‘hen dismiss what 
took place with the names of the 
prize-winners in the Egg and 
Spoon Race (midget, junior and 
sentor section) and ‘the 100 
Yards (midget, juntor and 
senior), Old Boys’ Race, Staff 
Race and Servants’ Race. 

One prize-winning account of 
o University Sports mecting 
started with this informative and 
very, very humorous paragraph, 

“There was oa  hymorous 
incident at yesterday's University 
Sports’ Meeting at Pokfulam 
when the judges in the pole 
vault called the name of C, P, 
Lee and he, was nowhere to be 
found, He hud just arrived and

However, they. failed to Inform | 


thelr readers either of what the 
old record was or the new one, 

T have been fairly deluged 

since first making an attempt to 
look 40 years baci with accounts 
of outstanding performances In 
that period. I have also started 
checking them up and have 
falled to find - confirmation for 
more than half of the figures 
submitted. : : 
: However, it would'be Incorrect 
to suggest that the information 
was submitted in an attempt to 
enter on the record performances 
accomplished in the course of a 
nightmare. ~ ' 

Prize-winning stories have 
been written about boys who 
dreamed thelr dreams. of winnin 
the high jump or the Marathon 
at the Olympic Games, More 
Probably, the memory errs, 
perhaps on the date (even year) 
rather than, the figure, It is 
surprising how far out.one can 
be on the exact year, 

Onc habit of old With. sports 
reporters was to omit any 
mention of what happened in 
dhe field events, Obstacle and 
skipping races’ were considered 
more important. : . 

Going further back to the 
1880s, an account of on Inter- 
School Meet (Yes, they had these 
as far back as that, long before 
many a local school +of today 
came into existence!)), gives o 
long Ist of prizes and donors.of 
the same. :
